The Insignificant Things We Do 

In today's Gospel reading, Jesus tells the disciples a second time of His own future 
suffering and death to come. But rather than thinking about Jesus' approaching sacri- 
fice, the disciples argue about who is the greatest, the most significant among them. 
Jesus takes the opportunity to explain to them that there's no meaning in who is the 
greatest or the most important. These are the teachings of "the world." 

Sometimes it's the insignificant things we do in God's name that have no recognition 
in the world but are considered truly significant in God's eyes. Jesus points out that a 
child has no status, no power in worldly ways. Yet we are told to have faith as a little 
child; and by welcoming, loving, and helping anyone, we are expressing God's love. 

A crossing guard at a school tries to protect children by stopping traffic and allowing 
them to cross the street safely. Some drivers, who are in a rush to get to work, pound 
their steering wheels as they wait for the children to cross. Many consider this a nui- 
sance, an insignificant delay that keeps them from getting to work on time. But the 
crossing guard is protecting the children as Jesus would have each of us do. 

As we pray and read the Bible each day, we come to realize that we have to unlearn 
a former way of life. We learn to rethink everything and to look at things from God's 
perspective. When we serve or help someone in need, it reminds us of Jesus. By doing 
this, we are following Jesus' command to serve even "the least of these." God be 
with us all as we welcome the teaching of Jesus into our hearts and minds.
